In  Memory  of  a Visionary  Nursing  Leader 
Mary  E.  Macdonald 
July  17,  1918  - March  30,  2000 


Shortly  after  becoming  MGH's  new  director  of  Nursing,  an  article  in  the  November  14, 
1968,  Boston  Globe,  revealed  that  her  favorite  time  of  year  was  the  spring.  So  it  is 
fitting  that  Mary  Elizabeth  Macdonald,  RN,  MA,  FAAN,  author,  researcher,  activist, 
and  nursing  leader,  died  on  the  evening  of  March  30,  2000,  just  ten  days  into  her 
favorite  season.  Still  today,  many  MGH  staff  and  leadership  vividly  recall  the 
qualities  that  earned  Macdonald  the  reputation  of  being  a visionary  in  a career  that 
spanned  four  decades.  A graduate  of  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  in  1942,  Macdonald 
received  her  master's  degree  from  Columbia  University's  Teachers  College  in  1950, 
and  did  extensive  post-master's  study  at  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Education, 
Catholic  University  and  Boston  College  Graduate  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  [She 
also  attended  Suffolk  Law  School  after  her  retirement  from  the  MGH  ] 

After  holding  positions  of  leadership  at  Boston  College  School  of  Nursing,  Worcester 
City  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  and  the  University  of  Massachusetts  School  of 
Nursing,  Macdonald  began  her  career  at  MGH  as  the  director  of  Analytical  Studies  in 
Nursing  before  becoming  director  of  Nursing  in  September  of  1968.  One  of  her  first 
acts  as  director  was  to  change  the  name  from  Nursing  Service  to  the  department  of 
Nursing,  a moniker  she  thought  better  reflected  the  patient-care,  teaching,  and  research 
aspects  of  the  profession 

To  give  you  an  idea  of  what  was  going  on  in  the  world  when  Macdonald  assumed  her 
responsibilities  as  director  of  Nursing,  we  can  look  to  the  July  20,  1989,  MGH 
Hotline,  where  it  was  reported,  "It  was  an  era  of  enormous  change  Mary  entered 
MGH  at  a time  when  we  were  about  to  see  some  social  and  value-ridden  revolutions  in 
this  nation.  The  Viet-Nam  War  was  beginning;  the  Civil  Rights  movement  was 
starting;  we  saw  the  beginning  of  the  impeachment  of  one  president  and  elected  an 
actor  for  another 

"Within  a period  of  a few  years  we  expanded  the  number  of  intensive  care  units  which 
would  have  a profound  impact  on  the  recruitment  and  responsibilities  of  nurses.  It  was 
with  all  this  that  Mary  Macdonald  had  to  cope  as  director  of  Nursing,  and  she  did  it 
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well.  She  integrated  all  of  us  into  a community  of  care  takers  and  sup-port  providers, 
and  made  us  feel  important." 

The  times,  they're  not  so  different.  During  her  tenure  at  MGH,  Macdonald  was  quoted 
as  saying,  "Nursing  and  nurses  are  in  a continuing  race  to  keep  up  with  the  demand  for 
specialized  knowledge  and  skills  which  (technological)  advances  place  upon  us...  A 
department  of  nursing  has  the  same  tripartite  functions  as  medicine:  service,  teaching 
and  research. 

"Nursing  as  a profession  is  in  a 'becoming'  stage.  Our  objectives  will  be  to  establish  a 
system  of  delivering  care  which  will  permit  the  nurse  to  nurse  in  the  true  sense  of  the 
professional  mission  to  create  an  environment  in  which  the  nurse  can  function  as  a 
participating  member  of  the  total  health  team." 

A visionary,  indeed 

It  was  Macdonald  who  helped  restructure  the  department  of  Nursing  to  broaden  the 
scope  of  nurses  with  the  addition  of  the  clinical  nurse  specialist  role.  On  the  occasion 
of  her  retirement  in  September  of  1983,  Macdonald  said,  "I  was  given  the  freedom  to 
project,  to  de-sign,  and  to  implement.,  to  be  creative.  I tried  to  develop  a professional 
cadre  of  nurses  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word,  'professional.'  It  was  important  to  me  to 
emphasize  the  uniqueness  and  importance  of  the  role  of  the  nurse  in  health  care  - to 
give  appropriate  attention  to  aspects  of  curing,  but  never  to  forget  the  importance  of 
caring." 

Six  years  after  Macdonald  retired  from  MGH,  the  MGH  Nurses'  Alumnae  Association 
commissioned  a portrait  of  Macdonald,  which  hung  for  many  years  in  the  Walcott 
Conference  Rooms  The  oil  painting,  by  Richard  Whitney,  now  hangs  outside  the 
office  of  Jeanette  Ives  Erickson,  RN,  MS,  senior  vice  president  for  Patient  Care  and 
chief  nurse.  Says  Ives  Erickson,  "I  thought  her  presence  and  inspiration  would  serve  us 
better  here,  closer  to  the  center  of  MGH  nursing." 

In  recognition  of  Mary  Macdonald's  long-standing  dedication  and  commitment  to  the 
MGH  department  of  Nursing,  the  Mary  MacDonald  Memorial  Fund  has  been 
established  to  benefit  the  department  of  Nursing's  Center  for  Clinical  & Professional 
Development.  Says  Erickson,  "Mary  Macdonald  leaves  a legacy  of  caring  and 
compassionate  leadership.  She  dedicated  her  life  and  her  career  to  the  advancement  of 
professional  nursing,  and  she  made  an  indelible  contribution  to  the  evolution  of 
nursing  here  at  MGH.  I think  it's  appropriate  that  a fund  in  her  name  go  to  support  our 
Center  for  Clinical  & Professional  Development."

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On  Saturday  June  3,  2000  a memorial  service  was  held  at  St  Joseph  Church.  Her 
family  and  the  Chaplain  at  the  MGH  organized  the  service  A reception  sponsored  by 
the  Department  of  Nursing  at  the  MGH  and  the  MGH  Alumnae  Association  was  held 
immediately  following  in  the  Trustees  Room,  Bulfinch  Building 

Many  members  of  the  MGH  Administration  and  staff  both  past  and  present  as  well  as 
alumnae  and  her  classmates  and  friends  attended  the  celebration  of  life  Her  niece, 
Debbie  Macdonald  Meehan  (85)  organized  the  service  and  spoke  of  her  aunt  and  the 
encouragement  she  gave  her  when  she  entered  nursing  Other  speakers  included 
Stephen  Kaufman  and  Deanna  Pearlmutter.  Steve  Kaufman  spoke  to  her  “bridging  the 
concept  of  the  bedside  nurse  to  today’s  practitioner”  as  well  as  the  fact  that  she  was  a 
visionary  who  felt  that  nurses  should  be  willing  to  be  tested  daily  but  demand  equality 
and  respect  for  themselves  always.  Dee  Pearlmutter  talked  about  Mary  as  her  friend 
and  to  her  work  where  she  increased  the  authority  of  nursing  by  elevating  their  status 
in  the  physician  dominated  environment  of  the  MGH  Other  family  members 
participated  in  the  service  as  well 


She  did  much  for  nursing  at  the  MGH  and  for  the  Alumnae  Association  during  her 
lifetime.  She  was  a recipient  of  one  of  the  Alumnae  Association  Achievement  Awards 
at  the  125th  Celebration  for  her  contributions  to  nursing  over  her  career.  We  shall  all 
miss  her

Five  endowed  scholarship  funds  that  originated  at  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  are 
designed  specifically  to  support  nursing  students  at  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital: 

• MGH  School  of  Nursing  Scholarships  Fund,  established  in  1948  by  the  estate  of 
Annabelle  McRae 

• MGH  School  of  Nursing  Scholarship  Fund,  established  in  1959  by  gifts  in 
memory  of  Jessie  Stewart 

• William  C.  and  Jessie  B.  Cox  Scholarship  Fund  in  Nursing,  established  in  1962  by 
William  C.  and  Jessie  B.  Cox 

• Nancy  M.  Fraser  Memorial  Fund,  established  in  1963  by  Norman  S.  Fraser 

• Olive  Lighted  Hunter  Scholarship  Fund,  established  in  1979  by  the  estate  of 
Arnold  E.  Hunter 

The  MGH  Board  of  Trustees  determined  that  the  donors’  intent  would  best  be  fulfilled 
by  supporting  students  enrolled  in  the  Graduate  Program  in  Nursing  at  the  MGH 
Institute  of  Health  Professions.  Another  six  endowed  funds  given  to  support  nursing 
education  at  the  MGH  are  designated  to  support  other  facets  of  the  nursing  program  at 
the  Institute  such  as  faculty  salaries,  curriculum  development,  clinical  education, 
library  resources,  and  equipment  and  supplies 

In  this  academic  year,  the  scholarship  funds  are  making  possible  the  graduate 
education  of  a eight  remarkable  nursing  students:  Jennifer  Chyet,  Adam  Chavez, 
Maureen  Cleveland,  Paul  Denehy,  Amie  Dunbar,  Elizabeth  Lipman,  Shannon 
Gwartney,  and  Kerry  Rowland.  These  students  are  prepared  to  rigorous  academic  and 
clinical  standards  to  assure  their  care  of  patients  is  of  the  highest  caliber.  Yet  it  is  their 
deep  concern  for  others  and  their  strong  desire  to  make  a difference  in  the  lives  of 
their  patients  that  is  a source  of  pride  for  the  Institute  and  others  committed  to  their 
education. 

Certainly  the  philanthropists  who  directed  their  support  to  the  Training  School  for 
Nurses  and  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  would  be  proud  to  see  their  commitments 
carried  into  the  future  by  these  Institute  students. . . 

After  receiving  a bachelor's  degree  in  1992  from  Brown  University,  Jennifer  Chyet 
worked  as  a research  assistant  at  Harvard  Medical  School  and  as  a figure  skating 
instructor  Jennifer  first  explored  the  nursing  profession  while  volunteering  in  the 
neurology  department  at  Children's  Hospital  in  Boston.  Now  in  her  first  year  of  study 
at  the  Institute,  Jennifer  says  she  always  knew  she  wanted  to  work  in  health  care  and  is 
eager  to  apply  a holistic  approach  in  her  practice. 

Kerry  Rowland,  a 1998  graduate  of  Northeastern  University,  earned  a bachelor's 
degree  in  biochemistry.  Kerry  cites  the  nursing  philosophy  of  caring  as  her  primary 
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motivation  to  pursue  a career  in  the  health  professions.  After  she  completes  her 
degree,  she  wants  to  improve  the  overall  health  and  wellbeing  of  her  patients  through 
treatment,  prevention,  and  education 

Second-year  student  Adam  Chavez  worked  in  sales  soon  after  receiving  his  bachelor's 
degree  in  biology  from  the  University  of  North  Colorado  in  1996.  Adam  explains  that 
although  the  sales  profession  offers  good  salaries  and  many  opportunities  for 
advancement,  he  soon  realized  that  he  wanted  to  continue  his  education  and  pursue  his 
life-long  dream  of  a career  in  health  care.  He  followed  in  his  elder  sister’s  footsteps 
when  he  chose  the  master’s  program  in  nursing  at  the  Institute.  His  sister  Krista  will 
graduate  this  year,  one  year  ahead  of  Adam. 

Maureen  Cleveland  is  in  her  first  year  of  study  at  the  Institute.  She  received  her 
bachelor's  degree  from  St  Michael's  College  in  1998  When  she  worked  as  a clinical 
assistant  at  Faulkner  Hospital,  the  nurses  nurtured  her  appreciation  of  the  art  of 
nursing — a combination  of  scientific  knowledge  and  human  compassion,  as  she 
describes  it.  She  plans  to  work  as  a nurse  practitioner  in  an  adult  oncology  clinic  after 
she  completes  her  master's  degree  in  200 1 . 

Paul  Denehy  is  a 1986  graduate  of  Suffolk  University.  The  experiences  of  a friend 
who  died  of  AIDS,  an  aunt  who  survived  breast  cancer,  and  a mother  who  has  had  a 
rewarding  nursing  career  influenced  him  to  pursue  graduate  study  in  nursing.  When 
Paul  completes  his  master's  degree,  he  plans  to  focus  his  nursing  practice  in  the  care  of 
geriatric  patients. 

A second-year  student,  Amie  Dunbar  received  her  bachelor's  degree  in  biology  from 
Stonehill  College  in  1995.  At  first  unfamiliar  with  the  nurse  practitioner  role,  Amie 
was  motivated  to  investigate  it  as  a career  option  after  meeting  the  nurse  practitioners 
in  the  pediatric  department  at  Longwood  Medical  Center  where  she  worked  as  a 
receptionist.  She  cites  the  nurses’  compassion,  knowledge,  and  rapport  with  their 
patients  as  her  inspiration.  She  hopes  to  concentrate  her  nursing  career  in  the  area  of 
women's  health  and  will  complete  her  master’s  degree  in  2001 . 

Elizabeth  Lipman  became  interested  in  a career  in  health  care  following  her  work  as 
a research  assistant  in  behavioral  biology  laboratory  at  the  Harvard  Medical  School. 
She  also  credits  her  father,  a hospice  chaplain,  and  her  experience  as  a caregiver  for  a 
muscular  dystrophy  patient  with  nurturing  her  dream  to  become  a nurse  practitioner. 
Hoping  to  concentrate  on  public  health  issues,  Elizabeth  wants  to  translate  her 
“passion  for  wellness”  to  prevention  programs,  especially  for  women. 

After  earning  a bachelor's  degree  in  psychology  and  sociology  in  1994,  Shannon 
Gwartney  worked  as  a pharmacy  technician.  She  became  fascinated  by  the  myriad 
ways  medications  are  used  to  treat  medical  conditions  and  chose  the  nurse  practitioner 
role  to  combine  her  interests  in  psychology  and  pharmacology. 
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Now  preparing  nearly  200  nursing  students  each  year,  the  Institute  continues  the 
legacy  of  nursing  education  at  the  MGH.  Like  the  eight  students  described  here,  they 
each  bring  a solid  academic  background  and  a strong  desire  to  help  others  as  they  join 
the  generations  of  MGH  nursing  students  who  have  come  before  them.

President  Ann  Caldwell  welcomed  the  Graduate  Program  in  Nursing  Class  of  2001 
and  their  families  and  friends  to  the  Generalist  Completion  Ceremony  on  Saturday, 

April  8,  2000,  at  the  Shriner’s  Auditorium.  The  ceremony,  held  annually,  celebrates 
the  first  major  achievement  for  nursing  students  — becoming  registered  nurses. 

Janice  Bell  Meisenhelder,  Institute  faculty  and  keynote  speaker  identified  the  essential 
ingredients  to  nursing:  Knowledge  and  Skills,  Respect,  Empathy  and  Compassion, 
and  the  Ability  to  Give  of  Yourself.

Jason,  a 
great  fan  of  biking,  does  the  Pan  Mass  Challenge  each  year  with  his  dad,  a cancer 
survivor  This  summer,  Jason  will  be  working  at  the  Codman  Square  Health  Center  in 
Dorchester

History  and  Purpose: 

The  fund  was  established  in  1930  by  the  graduates  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospita 
School  of  Nursing  and  is  maintained  by  voluntary  contributions.  The  purpose  of  the  fund 
is  to  provide  loans  to  fully  privileged  members  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
Nurses  Alumnae  Association,  Inc.  to  aid  them  to  further  education  in  the  field  of  nursing. 


Amounts  of  Loan  Available: 

A sum  not  to  exceed  $8,000  may  be  borrowed  per  lifetime. 


Qualifications  of  Applicant: 

1 . Active  member  of  the  Alumnae  Association  (paid  up  dues  for  2 years  prior  to 
applying  and  for  the  duration  of  the  loan  period) 

2.  Good  health  and  suitable  personal  qualifications

4.  A copy  of  the  course  registration  must  be  submitted  before  the  check  will  be 
released. 

5.  The  end  of  semester  grades  must  be  submitted  showing  completion  of  the  course 
Procedure  for  Making  Application: 

1 Application  must  be  returned  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Loan  Committee 

2.  Application  must  be  received  by  June  ls1  of  the  year  for  which  the  loan  is  needed 
for  the  Fall  Semester. 

3.  Application  must  be  received  by  Sept.  1st  of  the  year  for  which  the  loan  is  needed 
for  the  Spring  Semester. 

Repayment  of  Loan: 

1 . The  personal  signature  of  the  applicant  is  the  only  guarantee  required. 

2.  Repayments  are  made  on  a monthly  installment  plan,  payments  being  due  on  the 
10th  of  each  month,  commencing  three  (3)  months  after  completion  of  the 
program 

3.  The  amount  of  each  payment  is  to  be  decided  by  the  Committee  in  consultation 
with  the  applicant  at  the  time  the  loan  is  made. 

4 Interest  starts  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  year  and  is  2%  of  the  balance  for  tha' 
year  The  rate  is  then  increased  to  4%  simple  interest  on  whatever  balance  is 
remaining  at  the  end  of  the  second  year.  There  is  NO  PENALTY  of  early 
repayment  of  the  loan. 

Repayment  of  loans  of  $500  to  $4,000  are  to  be  completed  in  three  (3)  years. 

Repayment  of  loans  of  $4,000  to  $8,000  are  to  be  completed  in  four  (4)  years.
